A PERSEVERING AUTHOR. 
Collectors of curiosities in art and litera- 
ture are often greater curiosities themselves 
than the works they snatch from oblivion. 
Amongst this number undoubtedly is Mr. 
Buchan, compiler of two volumes of ancient 
Scottish ballads, gathered from the recita- 
tion of old people, and recently published in 
Auld Reekie. Mr. Buchan is the son of 
an honest fisherman of Peterhead, in which 
ce he himself sojourns, ikaminating the 
with the help of a printing press, 
made and worked by his own hands. Atan 
early age Mr. Buchan was put apprentice to 
a wheelright, and having completed the term 
of his indenture, he entered most appropri- 
ately into a grocer’s shop. Here he con- 
tinued some time, dispensing tea and sugar 
_ and measuring off pig-tail tébacco for the 
. gailors ; and amusing himself in his hours of 
' felaxation-by making fiddles, drawing pic- 
tures, and engraving them. An ambition, 
héwever, of figuring in the world of letters 
(and a most laudable one it was,) prompted 
our friend to sigh for an initiation into the 
_ mysteriesofa printing-office. ‘The triumphs 
of old Caxton and Wynkyn de Worde were 
at this time wholly unknown, or, at least un- 
appreciated, by the good folks of Peterhead 
and Mr. Buchan set himself resolutely to 
dispel this Egyptian darkness. He cast a 
font of types and set up a press, to the no 
small astonishinent and amusement of the 
natives, who prophesied that the whole would 
goon be crushed like a limpet shell. Peter, 
however, was upsides with his detractors. 
Having an itch for rhyming and satire, he 
gibbeted all his enemies in verse—an em- 
t which was of course lauded by 
some and assailed and ridiculed by others. 
One of the former encouraged our author 
in the following magnanimous strain :— 
While limpets cling to hard sea rocks, 
And lobsters lurk below; 
@Vhile fieh crecis swing, and cadgers drink, 
Spare no disdainful foe. 
Acting in the spirit, of this prudent and po- 
etical adwronition, Peter laid about bim right 
and left, like an Irishman in a row, and soon 
became a public charagter in Peterhead. 
Neither the printing press nor types, however 
worked well. ‘The former was always giv-

ginally by ne means like those used by Bal- 
Jantvne or Bensley. To substitute beiter 
materials was ve easy task ; but after various 
cogitations, Mr. Buchan lit upon the follow- 
ing expedient: — A vessel was then building 
$n the docks, and haying a turn for all sorts 
of ical labor, ke engaged himself as a 
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carpenter and worked sedulously in build- 
ing the wooden walls that were to plough 
the German Ocean. Carpenters’ wages were 
then high, and with the surplus produce of 
Lis earnings, carefully husbanded, Mr. Bu- 
chan set off for Edinburgh in a smack to pur- 
chasg a new press and better types. Here 
he obtained admission into a printing office, 
and in six weeks mastered all the difficulties 
of the art. He found, moreover, many kind 
and generous friends in Edinburgh (among 
whom were the Earl of Buchan and Sir W. 
Forbes,) and by their aid he returned to his 
native place, bearing with hitn the objects of 
his long cherished ambition—a press and 
types. When Mr. Buchan first committed 
the sin of rhyming we cannot tell. Proba- 
bly, like Pope, he lisped in numbers; but it 
was not till 1815 that he ventured upon the 
publication of a regular coljection. In that 
memorable year he disburthened his muse 
and press of a volume bearing the ominous 
title of “ Recreations for Leisure Hours.” 
Lord Byron first commenced authorship with 
a yolumé similarly entitled, but neither his 


ed; though the latter escaped the sledge ham- 
mer blows of “The Edinburgh Review.” 
Since then Mr. Buchan has pursued the even 
tenor of his way, printing and publishing, and 
treasuring up every scrap of antiquity which 
happened to fall into his hands. The most 
important of his works is “ A History of 
Peterhead, ’’ which eviaces considerable in- 





formation and research, and is executed with | 
typographical neatness and accuracy. In! 
his publication of the “ Ancient Ballads of| 
the North,’ Mr. Buchan has been checred 
and assisted by the countenance of Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, and the collection is no mean ac- 
quisition to the lyrical antiquities ef our coun- 
try. Every Scotsman must feel grateful to 
see the ancient ballad strains of the North 
garnered up and rescued from “ the tooth 
of time and rasure of oblivion,”’ while few 
lovers of literature, we suspect, will grudge 
to lend a helping hand to such a useful and 
indefatigable pioneer as honest Peter Bu- 
chan.

CHARGE OF PIRACY. 

Lonpon, Jan. 13.—Yesterday, the twenty 
men, captured on the Coast of Africa, by the 
Black Toke, and brought from Sierra Leone by 
the Plumper, were brought up for examination 
before Mr. Broderip.—The prisoners are fine 
determined looking men, and were heavily iron- 
ed. There are amongst them 17 English, one 
Irishman, and two men of color. 

Being called upon to give their names, they 
did so as follows:—John Clement, chief officer; 
William Snow, seaman; Thomas Caston, do; 
George Frederick Fowle, do; William Wilson, 
prize-master; John Turner, seaman; Michael 
Nolan, do; John Hudson, do; Thomas Stag Hed- 
ley, do; William Casy, do; Charles Wm. Par- 
sons, do; Augustus Warner Eaton, surgeon, 
John Williams, and John Robinson, mates; Jo- 
seph Bishop, Robert Freeman, George Hay, 
Thomas Haward, and George Hardy, seamen. 

Commander William Turner, late of the 

Black Joke, brig of war, was then sworn, and 
stated that on the 29th he tommanded the 
Black Joke, as tender to the Sybelle, on the 
coast of Africa, and he charged the prisoners 
with having fired piratically at his vessel. The 
prisoners were the navigators or crew of a pira- 
tical schooner. On the day mentioned he saw 
two schooners and a brig lying at anchor; at 
that time he had not his colors hoisted; the schr. 
called the President, fired a gun across his mast- 
head; he then caused his colors to be hoisted, the 
ensign at the peak, and the pennant at the 
mast-head. The schooner fired again, and hoist- 
ed French colors, which she lowered, and put up 
Spanish colors. This was about dusk in the 
evening, and the schooner continuing to fire, he 
broke up; the next morning at day-break an ac- 
tion was the consequence, and he carried the 
President schooner, by boarding, and took pos- 
session of her. The other schooner which car- 
ried seven guns, and the brig, two guns, escap- 
ed; the prisoners were all in the schooner he 
— 
. Mr. Broderip intimated to the prisoners that 
they would be remanded for another examina- 
tion. They, he said, were at liberty to say what 
they pleased; but whatever they said would, 
he thought it necessary to tell them, be noted 
down. 

Clement the Chief officer of the schooner en- 
tered into an extremely long narrative, delivered 
with a great deal of intelligence, in which he 
“said, that on the 28th of August, the schooner 
President, having two prizes in charge, was ly- 
ing at Wydoe, on the coast of Africa. A brig, 
which eventually proved to be the Black Joke, 
hove in sight; she sailed before the wind until 
within half-gun shot, still having the Brazillian 
colors flying. The schr. was lying with the main 
topsail. to the mast, in order to speak the brig, 
which hauled in her eolors, took in some sail, 
and bore away to the windward. The schooner 
then fired a gun to bring him to, and hoisted 
B. A. colors. 

The brig did not answer, and the schooner ex- 
hibited the private signal at the foremast, to 
see if the brig was a B. A. privateer. She did 
not answer, and the schooner went in chase, 
and kept up a continual fire during the night, 
and about 12 o'clock the Black Joke tacked 
and bore down upon us, and we struck at half- 
past four o’clock, and were taken by boarding. 
The Black Joke went in pursuit of the prize 
brig in possession of us, and captured ber, with- 
out having any colours flying. The schooner 
fired upon the Black Joke, because she was con- 
sidered to be a Brazilian. 

William Wilson, Prize Master of the schooner 
President, then entered into an extremely minute | 
detail of the action, and said, about half-past | 
12 o’clock on the 28th, a sail was seen bearing | 
down upon them; he went aloft with a glass, 
and in the course of half an hour made out that | 
she was a square-rigged vessel. He considered , 
| her to be one of the Brazilian smacks which was 
expected there every day. The natives along 
the qast made signals by smoke, and hosted 
colours, to warn us that an enemy was on the | 











coast. As the strange sail approached the , 
schooner he discovered a large Brazilian ensign | 
| hoisted. Captain Proughton, who was killed in |

she and the prizes bore away to the southward. 
He then learned that the vessel was a brig, with 
Brazilian colours at her mast-head. Ly we | 
hauled those colours down, and never hoi 
any other. Capt. Prouting ordered a long to 
be fired over the brig, about dusk, which was 
done, and the brig took in ber main tack, but 
did not hoist any colours. When the schooner 
fired the the B. A. colours were put - oe 
her and the two brigs. After the lapse of a 
minutes, the schooner fired ee The 
brig set out her top-gallant sails, and a long 
gun across the schooner’s waste. The crew then 
considered her to be the Spanish brig Fernee. 
This opinion was confirmed by the brig making 
sail from us. The schooner fired another gun, 
which was returned by the brig. In a short 
time after the brig tacked, aaa ahead of the 
schooner, and crossing her bow to the leeward, 
gave her a broadside on the larboard bow, 
which killed one man. The brig then commenc- 
ed the action by a raking fire, and captain 
Proughton hailed them five or six times, The 
brig only answered with an 18lb. shot, which 
cut the rigging. The prisoner then descried the 
action, when the Black Joke attacked and cap- 
tured the schr. He said the Black Joke never 
hoisted any colours after she had taken im the 
Brazilian ensign; nothing like a fisg was seen; 
and had he hoisted his colours to windward, they 
would be seen. It was therefore impossible to 
tell of what nation they were. When captain 
Proughton was killed, Mr. Clement took the com- 
mand, and he ordered the colours to be struck; 
when the brig hove alongside, and boarded. He 
heard some persons in the brig say to the board- 
ers, ‘* kill every d son of a b you find on 
board.’’ As he retreated below, a person fired 
a pistol after him. 

Mr. Broderip to Commander Turner, When 
the shot came over the Black Joke, were his 
Majesty’s colors flying on board her—Comman- 
der Turner.—Yes they were; the colors were 
flying at the peak. 

Mr. Broderip observed this was an extemely 
important case. 

Mr. Jones said it was a very important one, 
and he was instructed to obtain every evidence 
possible against them. The eyes of all Europe 
were directed to the proceeding of that day, 
and every investigation would be expected into 
the case. There were other charges against 
them, and he expected to be able to bring home 
another, namely, that of plundering a Portu- 
guese brig. 

Some conversation arose, and it was said that 
the plunder of the Morning Star was performed 
by a similar schr. The prisoners were all re- 
manded to the House of Correction until some 
other vessels arrived with pirates upon similar 
charges, which are expected next week. 

The prisoners appeared to treat the matter 


very lightly.

Do you think 
I'd go to steal his nasty knife and fork? NotI 
indeed! They wasn’t worth the stealing. I 
popp’d ’em under my apron, not into my pocket, 
for I’ve no notion of putting greasy knives and 
forks into my pocket indeed!—And you may 
take my word for it, your Worship, that it was 
for nothing but a bit of fun.”’

THE SEVERE WEATHER. 

Lompon, Jan. 24.—Yesterday the frost con- 
tinued to be most threateningly severe; even in 
the occupied rooms of houses at the suburbs 
water froze rapidly at noon-day. With the 
frost there was a high and sharp wind, so much 
so as to raise the Tost in clouds, particularly 
on the Western roads, and the effect was such— 
mixing dust, wind, and snow—that the coach- 
man, who had travelled any distance along such 
roads could hardly be distinguished by their 
most familiar acquaintance, such had been the 
effect of the exceedingly cold wind and clouds of 
** Macadamized’’ dust on their countenances. 
There were coachmen who had only come the 
short distance from Brentford to London (a 
journey many of them take twice and thrice a 
day) who were thus ‘ obliterated’’ in counte- 
nance. 

The effects of the sudden and severe frost 
have been equally powerful and curious on the 
river Thames. On Thursday afternoon portions 
of ice began to collect along the banks between 
and above bridges, to be forced forwards with 
the tide, only to be floated back to join with 
newly-formed portions of ice; and on Friday 
morning these congregations presented so many 
little **icebergs,’’ seriously obstructing the 
river below bridges, but decidedly obstructing it, 
by rendering it of dangerous passage, except for 
large barges, above Westminster Bridge. There 
it is already nearly frozen over; fronting Brent- 
ford, Isleworth, &c, the ice already covers the 
river; and it is the opinion of waterman and 
others, well acquainted with the river, that 
should the frost continue with equal severity till 
this (Saturday) evening, the river will not anly 
become impassable, above bridges in particular, 
for any boats or barges, except with danger, but 
tlwt the river, above bridges especially, will be 
literally frozen over. Yesterday afternoon such 
was nearly the case in many places. There are, 
in fact, every where all the signs of a severe 
and continued frost. During yesterday, as well 
as on Thiursday, there were above Vauxhall and 
Battersea Bridges the unusual sights, except in 
remarkably severe and stormy weather, flocks 
of sea-gulls flitting about the surface and bunks 
of the river. Since the severe winter of 1814, 
the Thames and its banks inland have not pre- 
sented so frosty an appearance as they now do. 


Marcu or Equauiry.—The other day, the 
** Boots’’ of one of the first Inns in Manchester, 
absented himself from the house the whole of 
one day. On his appearance the next morning, 
his master gave him his discharge, upon which

In a village called Calas, not far from 
Draguinan, the chief of the mission led all the 
women to the buria!-ground; then he caused the 
earth to be dug until he had discovered a head, 
which he took up, and, showing it to the per- 
sous who surrounded him, drew a dreadful pic- 
ture of death and hell. The shades of night, 
which were approaching, added to this scene of 
terror. The women uttered sighs, sobs, and 
cries of agony. The missionary, with bare feet, 
a rope about his neck, and a large crucifix in his 
hand, made*the circuit of the cemetery, sent 
forth sad lamentations, and crying for mercy for 
the sinners of Calas.— Constitutionnel. 


We recollect of hearing of an incident which 
occurred, not many years ago, to the Duke of 
Orleans, when he resided in the county of Essex, 
which exemplifies the practice and the motives 
of coroners:—His Grace, when walking by the 
side of a river, observed, on the other side, 
something like the body of a man lying near the 
edge of the water. He prevailed on a boatman 
to row him across, when he discovered the 
corpse of a person who had been drowned in at- 
tempting toswim. The boatman carried the 
body to the side of the river to which he belong- 
ed, The news of a dead man having been found 
soon reached the ears of the coroners on both 
sides of the river, and both arrived, with their 
tail of clerks and officers, to claim the body.— 
A long litigation was the result, and some years 
after the death of the unfortunate man, the gen- 
tlemen of the long robe determined which judge 
should act as coroner. The annoyance caused 
to the Duke was so great, that he protested he 
would, while in England, do all he could for the 
living, but would never again interfere with the 
dead.— Edinburgh Observer.

It 
shall be first represented. You want to crush 
genius, as is your usual practice, Mr. Murray.”’

Colman the lie, and the gentlemen were about 
to resort to the argumentum baculinum, when 
Mr. Fawcett offered to play the piece, and to ac- 
cept for a stipulated sum a tragedy a week from 
the writer, whose eye was wandering all the 
while after the 1,0001. note. ‘‘I don’t wish to 
have any disputes, gentlemen,”’ said the latter, 
**and I am willing to close with Mr. Murray for 
that note.’’—‘* Close with Murray,’’ roared out 
Mr. Price, ** I’m ‘if youdo. No, no; he 
shan’t have the broth out of the tragedy. , It 
would not be worth a to us if he put his un- 
lucky claws upon it. He is no more fit to pa- 
tronize a tragsdy than a newspaper.’’ Mr. Mur- 
ray, in a huff, pocketed his property, to the dis- 
comfiture of the &uthor, who was prevented 
from expostulating Ly the ferocious appearance 
and manners of the representative of Drury-lane. 
At length it was resolved that the author should 
supply the,two theatres with tragedies alternate- 
ly, the managers to ‘‘ hide the horse’’ for the 
first piece. Accordingly the horse was hidden, 
and Mr. Fawcett was the lucky gamester. Mr: 
Price’s rage at his disappointment then became 
wholly unappeasable. He seized the tragedy, 
and in an instant it was ina blaze, while, thé 
rest of the company screamed at the advancing 
destruction, which was however ehecked by the 
activity of the landlord, who, like a true fire- 
man-waterman, threw a large jug of beer over 
the flaming work. There was then a general 
ery of ‘‘ Turn out Price; turn out the rascally 
Yankee;’’ but there stood behind that gentle- 
man’s chair his servant, in a fine laced coat, 
which had been borrowed at a Jew’s for the 
purpose, and the moment his master was threat- 
ened he swore he would put the whole room in 
the watch-house if they stirred a foot. The 
conduct of this servant was inexplicable tu the 
author, for he sometimes sat down by his master

Deatu or Capratn Cuarpertron.—In the. 


Journal of Captain Clapperton’s second expe- 
dition into the interior of Africa, just published, 
there is an affecting description of the last mo- 
ments of that persevering traveller, at Soccatoo, 
April 13th, 1827, given by his servant “and 
companion, Richard Lander; with the relation 
of whose adventurers, on returning to the coast, 
partof the volume is filled. This account, we 
are persuaded, will be read with great inte- 
rest:—"‘On the 12th of March, 1827, (says 
Lander) | was greatly alarmed on finding my 
dear master attacked with dysentery. He had 
been complaining a day or two previously of a 
burning heat in his stomach, unaccompanied, 
however, by any other kind of pain. From the 
moment he was taken ill he perspired freely, 
and big drops of sweat were continually rolli 
over every part of his body, which weakene 
him exceedingly. It being the fast of Rhama- 
dan, I could get no one, not even our own 
servants, to render me the least assistance. I 
washed the clothes, which was an arduous em- 
ployment, and obliged to be done eight or nine 
times each day, lit and kept in the fire, and 
prepared the victuals myself; and the inter- 
mediate time was occupied :n fanning my poor 
master, which was also a tedious employment. 
Finding myself unable to pay proper attention 
to his wants in these various avocations, I sent 
to Mellam Madey, on the 13th, entreating him 
to send me a female slave to perform the o 
ration of fanning. On her arrival I gave 

a few beads, and she immediately be her 
work with spirit; but she soon relaxed in her 
exertions, and becoming tired, ran away, on 
pretence of going out for a minute, and never 
returned. My master grew weaker daily, and 
the weather was insufferably hot, the thermome- 
ter being, in the coolest pace, 107 at twelve 
in the morning, and 109 at three in the after- 
noon. At his own suggestion, I made a couch 
for him outside the hut, in the shade, and placed 
& mat for myself by its side. For five succes- 
sive days I took him in my arms from his bed 
in the hut to the couch outside, and back 
again at sunset, after which time he was too 
much debilitated to be lifted from the bed on 
which he lay. He attempted to write once, and 
but once, pen his illness; but before paper 
and ink could be brought him, he had sunk 
back on his pillow, completely exhausted by 
his ineffectua! attempt to sit up in bed.’” Lan- 
der fancied from the symptoms that he had beea 
poisoned; but Captain C. assured him his iliness 
proceeded from cold canght in shooting, when 
he had incautiously slept on the wet ground. 
“For twenty days,’’ he continues, ‘‘my poor 
master remained in a low and distressed state. 
He told me he felt no pain; but this was spoken 
only to comfort me, for he saw | was dispirited.

STARRING SYSTEM. 
Astra regaut homines. 

* The starring system’ is neither more nor less 
than a propensity and practice, among theatri- 
cal people, to create a superior reputation, and 
derive a greater profit from the exhibition of their 
abilities ‘for a few nights only.’ This practice 
has recently become so general, and is adopted 
by so many, Whose pretensions to figure at the 
top of a play bill in capitals are rather question- 
able, that we think it worthy of inquiry whether 
the ‘system’ is not highly injurious to the public 
—the managers—and the performers them- 
selves. Our own maw. has been confirmed 
by the authority of those in the profession, who, 
from their experience and observation, are com- 
petent to decide the question. Let us first ex- 
mine in what degree the ‘system’ is injurious to 
the public. 

A useful, ‘respectable, ard what, in green- 
room parlance, is called, a good stock actor, in 
a theatre, goes through his routine of duty with 
credit to himself, and gratification to the audi- 
tors. He receives an ample stipend, and is con- 
tent. Suddenly he sees in the bills, in a mam- 
moth type, that the celebrated Mr. or Miss 
Daggerwood, from the London Theatres, is en- 
gaged, ‘fora few nights only.” Now to him the , 
London theatres comprehend only the two that 
may be termed the national theatres, Drury- 
Lane and Covent-Garden; not knowing, per- 
haps, that there are no less than nine minor 
theatres. The ‘celebrated’ appears, and the 
stock actor finds him lower than mediocrity; he 
looks into a London play book, and if he has 
performed at either of the large theatres, his 
name is inserted against a very subordinate 
grade of characters—but he performs his few 
nights, is applauded, has his benefit, and carries 
away his few hundred dollars. ‘* Now,’ says the 
stock performe?, ‘if the mere reputation of 
coming from a Royal theatre, prepared by the 
puff-preliminary, can draw such profits from re- 
publican patronage in a few days, who would be 
a stationary drudge for a number of months, for 
half the money? He becomes a star, and the 
public loses his services. ‘Ihe ‘system’ is inju- 
rious to the public, because we seldom see a 

lay well acted in all its parts with @ star, even 
if actors of talent are brought together to sup- 
port him, as it is called; they feel that, with a 
portion of the public, the name of the star, in 
such large letters, has naturally the effect of 
producing a sense of their inferiority, and there- 
fore grow careless in their studies, and indiffer- 
ent to their success. By the ‘system’ the public 
is a loser in a pecuniary point of view. The 
sums of money realized by the star, are either 
sent to England, or circulated in other parts of 
the Union. The regular and resident actors 1e- 
turn to the citizens almost all they receive,—as 
we opine that few misers are to be found in the 
profession. We maintain, that, by offering no 
encouragement to the ‘system,’ those who have 

ursued it would be obliged to take their station 
in a company for the whole season, and contri- 
bute to make a strong effective corps, and the 
lovers of the drama would be gratified with good 
plays. Then every character would have a good 
representative—and the public would get back 
itsmoney. Secondly, the ‘system’ is injurious 
to the managers. 

The competition between the rival establish- 
ments has rendered the demands of a star, so 
exorbitant, that we believe in many instances 
the sums paid, have far exceeded the receipts.— 
We have been informed that in the olden time, 
the remuneration of a star depended upon his er 
her attraction, and that there was a division of 
the profit, after a stipulated sum, set apart we 
presume, for the expenses of the night. This 
arrangement was wise, for it excluded preten- 
ders, as none would venture, where they were 
liable to a certain loss; and the managers, were 
protected from paying double or treble more, 
than the article was worth, Let the managers 
of both theatres, return to the old plan—and let 
them fix the eame terms for the engagement of 
stars, if the managers must have them; then 
there would be no building up to the maximum, 
of what stars thought proper to rate themselves 
at. 

The ‘ system’ is injurious to managers also, as 
it creates an immense inequality in the receipts 
of a theatrical establishment. Suppose a suc- 
cessful star, attracts a series of full houses; 
when he retires, and the excitement has ceased, 
if the manager depends upon the subsequent at- 
traction of his regular company, however good, 
and thinks that will equal even his moderate ex- 
pectations, he deceives himself. Why? because 
he has virtually said to the public—by the en-+ 
gagement of the star, ‘1 considered him indi- 
vidually of much more consequence than the ag- 
gregate value of my company, and 1 persuaded 
you, the public, through the medium of puffs, 
placards, &c, to believe so.’ Can he then blame 
the public for neglecting that company which 
he himse!f had most materially contributed to 
depreciate? 

Thirdly, the system is injurious to the per- 
formers themselves. 

Even when the Dramatic mania was at its 
climax, and speculators thought of nothing but 
investments in theatrical property; when stars 
of the fifth magnitude, rose nominally fifty per 
cent. in value, we question whether the expen- 
ses of travelling—the intervals between the en- 
gagements—and uncertainty of their receipts, 
did not more than equal their profits, but now 
that the fever has subsided and the importations 
have glutted the market, it is the duty, we 
should think, of every actor to discourage the 
‘system.’ Every visit of a sta: is so much loss 
to the resident performers; the more he takes, 
the less they will receive. If A gives so much 
to B, © can only receive so much. Although 
our atquaintance with theatrical feeling is but 
limited, still we will venture to say, that no re- 
gular performer can contemplate with satisfac- 
tion, although he may, without envy, three or 
four profitable benefits given in the course of a 
season to one star, for three or four weeks’ ex- 
ertion, when it is doubtful if he will be able to 
realize one, for the mental and physical wear 
and tear of brain and body, for half a year.— 
The public too is beginning to be awake with 
regard to @ star benefit. People have asked

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A comparative statement of the revenue 
derived, by the treasury of Great Brrrain, 
from two daily Loxpon papers, the Morx- 
me Curonicie and the Times, has been 
republished here, and read with surprise. 
A single number of one of these journals is 
probably as great a curiosity as Loxpon 
can produce. We copy the description 
given by a Liverroot editor, who counts 
the vast quantity of its contents among the 
miseries of newspaper readers; in the hope, 
probably, of reconciling his own to the 
comparatively meagre fare set before them. 
“In consequence ef the act of Parliament 
requiring an extra stamp for every supple- 
mentary sheet of: a newspaper, a mode of 
giving the required additional matter, with- 
out incurring a further stamp-duty, has just 
been adopted by The Times newspaper. 
Instead of giving a supplementary sheet, 
The Times of Monday is printed upon one 
entire sheet of paper, measuring four feet 
in length, and three in breadth, and contain- 
ing 48 columns of matter, of which rather 
more than 30 are filled with advertisements, 
being considerably upwards of 90,000 
words.—There are 15 cqlumns of reports 
and news of different kinds, printed in small 
type, and containing more than 45,000 
words; and about three columns in the 
larger type, containing more than 6,000 
words: so that there are nearly 150,000 
words in the paper. This quantity of mat- 
ter would form considerably more than a 
thick octavo volume of any of the modern 
works as they are now printed. Indeed, 
on calculating the quantity of one of the 
most recent, and by no means the least 
closely printed, we find that the contents of 
The Times of Monday, if printed in the 
"same manner, would exceed by 80 pages 
the contents of the volume which we have 
examined. If by the side of this colossal 
paper we were to place one of the earliest 
numbers, printed under the same title, the 
contrast would be very curious.-—On re- 
ferring to one of the earliest newspapers 
printed in this country, we find its contents 
to be equal to less than 100th part of The 
Times of Monday. Considering the short- 
ness of the time which must have clapsed 
between the commencement and the termi- 
nation of the labours of getting up such a 
sheet, the number of hands employed in 
every department can have fallen litle short 
of 100. The lovers of quantity can, of 
course, find no fault of this new arrange- 
ment of The Times newspaper, but there 
may be some who will dread the task of 
getting through an octavo volume at their 
breakfast table. To persons who like to 
read all that a newspaper contains before 
they set about the business of the day, the 
task of swallowing little less than 150,000 
words with their rolls and coffee—the feat 
of getting through the 48 columns of The 
Times, with a due regard to the importance 
of its leading articles; its news, fareign and 
domestic; its reports; the announcement of 
its sales by auction of bankers’ estates, and 
seats of Parliament, of roan cobs and cabrio- 
lets; the infinite sundries of wants and 
wanted, and last, not least, of births, deaths, 
and marriages—such a feat as this will ex- 
cite the wonders of the prize ring, or the 
phenomena of the turf, and satisfy the crav- 
ing of the most insatiable Helluolibrorum. 
How the coffee-house keepers, and other 
heads of places of public resort and enter- 
tainment, will relish the plan, we know 
not.” 





An officer who served in INp1ra, under Wet- 
LINGTON, has published a narrative of his ad- 
ventures during twelve years.. His description of 
MADRAS MATCH-MAKING will edify many of 
our readers, who may call to mind frequent 
allusions to the subject in modern novels and 
comedies:—‘* The system pursued in disposing 
of the fair objects is exactly the same as that 
used at the sales of king’s stores in a dock-yard, 
where the auctioneer begins by putting the 
highest price on the article, and keeps lowering 
and lowering, till some bidder assents to the priee 
and bears off the goods. First, the young lady 
is instructed to set her cap at a civilian high in 
office, or at an officer high on the staff. If, in 
the course of a few months, there is no bidding 
at that price, then she condescends to cast a 
smile upon the second rank, and so on to the 
bottom. Should she possess any pretensions to 
beauty, she is‘soon snapped up; for the scarcity 
of the article prevents people from being very 
fastidious in their tastes. If of the true European 
white, she is almost sure to go offtolerably well; 
but no mixture of the Asiatic will suit persons of 
any rank. Should the young lady continue on 
hand till the arrival of a fleet conveying a fresh 
supply of fair ones, she is, of course, throwa 
somewhat into the back-ground, and her chance

The following statements, relating to the af- 
fairs of the Unirep Mexican Minino Com- 
pany, at Lonpon, as they stood at the end of 
last November, present a picture of a thriving 
concern.—‘‘ Out of the thirty five establishments 
worked (habiitados) at present by this Company, 
only five begin to answer. These are the mine 
of Vetanigra and two hacienda, in the district of 
Sombrerete, the mine San Acasis, and the haci- 
enda Bernales, in Vetagrande. Their weekly 
produce together may be estimated at 15,000 
dollars, and the weekly expense at 20,000. The 
value of the present extraction of ores at Som- 
brerete averages 6,000 dollars per week, and at 
Lacateras 12,000, independent of 25,000 car- 
goes (1) of ores which have been accumulating 
within the last twelve months. This dead capital 
cannot be brought into silver for want of suffi- 
cient means of reduction, and the haciendas of 
the Company will hardly reduce the ores raising 
at present fromthe mines. The original capital 
subscribed in London by the Proprietors (say 
1 ,200,000/., without including 600,000/. produced 
from the mines) being entirely exhausted, there 
ig no funds either to give a greater extent to the 
haciendas or to erect new ones. The mines of 
Oro, in which some valuable ores are also accu- 
malating, are likewise doing very well; and 
here, too, the completion of the new hacienda 
erecting, at an enormous expense, is much 
wanting. In the mine of Rayas the draining of 
the general shaft is actively carried on 80 horses 
being constantly employed in this tedious opera- 
lion; and it is expected that the important sec- 
tion of Guadalupe will shortly be freed from water 
and examined. The quantity of ores raised weekly 
from this mine averages 500 cargoes;.but they 
are, as yet, So poor as not to promise a great 
profit. Every reason leads to believe that, as 
soon as the section of Guadalupe shall be work- 
ed, Rayas will produce from 1,200 to 1,500 car- 
goes weekly; and enormous sums of money 
will be required to increase the present haci- 
enda, or construct new ones. High expectam 
tions are also entertained of a branch from the 
main Veta which was two years ago met with 
in the section of Guadalupe, at present filled 
with water; but the Marquis of Rayas, owner of 
the main (who knows better what he is about 
than all the agents of the company put toge- 
ther), thinking that, according to the terms of 
the contract with the Company, the latter was 
not entitled to a share of produce of this new 
discovery, has claimed the exclusive possession 
of it, which has given rise to a fresh lawsuit 
before the Tribunal de Mineria. Independently 
of the reduction works of Sombrerete and 
Zacatecas alluded to above, four other ha- 
ciendas at Guanasnato will shortly begin to give 
some returns. As to the remaining twenty-two 
establishments (2) (the aportado (3) and the 
iron works included), in which 460,0002 have 
been wasted, all of them will continue to be a 
heavy drain upon the Proprietors; and this alone, 
and not the draught, as the mismanagers of 
this Company will make it appear to the Pro- 
prietors, has brought the present embarrass- 


ments on the Company in Mexico and in Lon- 
don.”” 





Under the Paris head of the Lonpon 
Mornina Herarp, we find the following 
article, dated January 16:—* In the course 
of eight or ten days, a work will be pub- 
lished here by a bookseller named Montar- 
Cier, calculated to produce no little sensa- 
tion and scandal. This work will fill up 
the measure of public indignation with re- 
gard to the administration of Messrs. Dela- 
veau and Franchet, by exposing all the 
base, perfidious, and immoral means resort- 
ed to by the police agents, under their or- 
ders, to discover the secrets, or watch over 
the conduct of families and individuals, 
foreign as well as native; and this for the 
interest of a political party, and not motived 
by the general good and security—and even 
did such motives exist, it is still to be ques- 
tioned whether they could sanction such an 
atrocious and abominable system. This 
work, altogether unexpected, and destined 
to create universal surprise, is “ The Re- 
pertory of the Police,” under Messrs. De- 
laveau and Franchet, and contains a verba- 
tim copy of the orders given by Messrs. 
Delaveau and Franchet, and the reports 
made to them in executiom of those orders. 
These singular documents are said to have 
been acquired by the editor of the work in 
the following manner. It appears that this 
Repertory had been purchased for a consi- 
derable sum from a dismissed employe of the 
p.'ice, by an Englishman of rank, and who, 
it is said was not unconnected with the Bri- 
tish Embassy. ‘This Englishman not wish- 
ing, for reasons only known to himself, to 
give publicity to it in England, allowed the 
present editor (who went to London for 
the purpose) to take a copy of the manu- 
script, for the purpose, if he pleased, of 
publication in France. But it is of minor 
consequence how these documents came to 
the hands of the editor; the chief point is 
their authenticity, and of this there cannot 
be a doubt. ‘his work is a faithful tran- 
script of the Repertory kept day by day at 
the h«id police-ofice. The parties impli- 
cated, may endeavour to justify the orders 
and reports it contains, but it is impossible 
they can deny their reality; or, should they 
have rashaess and etivontery enough to do 
so, they may be speedily and successfully 
confounded. ‘Vhe whole book bears an 
impress of authenticity not to be mistaken, 
and which it would have been impossible to 
have simulated. The work will consist of 
two volumes of nearly 400 pages each,” 
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Several extracts are given, from which! 
we select the following: 

“Cabinet Particulicr, No. 9,484, June 14 
1827.—The Sieur Beranger, song-writer, known | 
for his political opinions, has obtained at my | 
Prefecture a passport for Breteuil, department | 
of the Eure. I request M. Himaux to commoni- 
cate to me whatever information he may be able | 
to procure upon the object of his journey, which 
coincides with that of the ex-Deputy Manuel, 
who has also obtained a passport for the same | 
destination. 

** Tue Pasrect or Potice.”’ 

**June 29, 1827.—Answer.—It results from | 
the informations that we have been able to pro- 
cure that the Sieurs Manuel and Beranger still | 
live in the Rue des Martyrs, No. 23; that they | 
¢ravelled together into the department of the | 
Eure, and came to Paris on the 19th of this} 
month. The next morning M. Manuel quitted | 
Paris to pass, it would appear, some time in aj 
country-house named Maison, in the environs of | 
Paris. Asto the Sieur Beranger, he remains in | 
the above-mentioned house. It is impossible to 
get to speak to him, ualess one happens to be 
known to him in a proper manner (connu con- 
venablement de lui.) The mistrust is so great 
in this house, that henceforward it will be im- 
posgible for us or our inspectors to show our- 
selves there, as we are suspected, if not known, 
by the inmates to belong to the p.lice. Re- 
cently, one of our agents who had been sent 
there owed his safety only to the most precipi- 
tate flight, having been attacked by the porter. 
We have already signalised these graves incon- 
venients in several of our preceding Reports.”’ 

There is a numerous series of Reports upon a 
Neapolitan refugee, named Bazaldo, a teacher | 
of Italian in Paris, too long to give in detail.— | 
The first Report is dated the 17th December, | 
1824, and the two last the 3d January, 1326, | 
and 26th October, 1827. The two last are as 
follow :— ** Janvary 3, 1826. 

** The Sieur Bazaldo, who lived at No. 8, Rue 
Ranceau, quitted Paris, the 26th December last, 
for, as he announced, London. This foreigner, 
some days before his departure, received several 
letters, bearing the following superscription— 
To his Excellency the Count de Bazaldo, 
Minister of his Britannic Majesty.’ He then 
stated that he had been promoted to this digni- 
ty, and that he was going to London to enter 
upon his functions. It is probable that this pomp- 
ous title which Bazaldo took existed only in his 
imagination, for, having undergone the opera- 
tion of trepanning, in consequence of a wound, 
he is subject to occasional fits of insanity, and 
his mania seems to be that for titles and digni- 
ties. Further informations show that Bazaldo, 
with the title of Count, was attached to the 
Court of the Viceroy, in Italy, under Bonaparte, 
and that this foreigner is nothing else than an 
agent of the English diplomacy, and that the 
title and functions of language-master, serve but 
as a veil to hide his real mission.”’ 

**OctosER 26, 1827. 

*« The Sieur Bazaldo has been living for the 
last four months at No. 27, Rue St. Lazare, in 
lodgings, which he himself furnished. Every 
thing about this foreigner announces a sort of 
opulence, and yet he gives lessons in Italian, for 
which he takes money. He goes pretty fre- 
quently to the Neapolitan embassy, he leads a 
very sedentary life, is always at home at an 
early hour in the evening, receives no visiters, 
and manifests the intention of returning to his 
native country, as soon as he can. In fine, we 
see nothing at present reprehensible in his con- 
duct.”’ 








The New Yorx Commerctat ADVERTI- 
SER contains a sketch of the arguments of 
counsel and the opinions of the judges of 
the Superior Court, on the application to 
discharge Rowtanp Srrrmenson. Messrs. 
Warp and Dver, who appeared for Mr. 
Parkins, admitted that a defendant is enti- 
tled to his discharge, if arrested while under 
duresse to which the plaintiff is accessary; 
but contending that such is not the case 
here. For SterHenson it was argued, that 
the law required his discharge, whether the 
plaintiff had been accessary to the duresse 
or not. ‘The authorities were referred to 
as collected in a note to Mrrca.rr’s Yel- 
verton, p. 29. The report proceeds:— 


Chief Justice Jones, after a consultation of 
some length with his brethren, then delivered his 
opinion. It was an able and eloquent one; and 
we had been in hopes of obtaining it in full.— 
Having been unsuccessful, we must give such a 
sketch as memory and the reports of our cotem- 
poraries enable us to furnish. He said that the 
court had looked over the authorities on the 
matter in question, since the adjournment, and 
that those cited and commented on by the coun- 
sel, with the exception of that from 2d William 
Blackstone, p. 283, last read, had not affected 
their opinion. [Justice Hoffman inquired if the 
same case was reported in any cotemporary re- 
porter. Mr. Ward said he had not found it else- 
where.] The Chief Justice said, that with this 
sole exception, the whole current of authorities 
went to establish the point contended for by the 
defendant’s counsel. And here wasa case, of 
an individual, a foreigner, owing no allegiance 
to this country, who lands peaceably on our 
shiores, and is forcibly brought from his legal 
castle to another state. How can this court en- 
tertain jurisdiction ovet him? There is no evi- 
dence that the plaintiff has been concerned in 
the forcible arrest, but though he be innocent, 
yet force has been applied and the victim has 
been brought here under it. Is it not plain that 
his presence and present confinement, are the 
offspring of the forible arrest. He must be con- 
sidered as having been at every moment under 
duresse; and to countenance, in any manner, 
such proceedings, would lead to obviously fatal 
consequences. If ignorance of the force used, 
or disconnection from the agents in abduction, 
is to be sufficient justification for a subsequent 
arrest, how easy would it be for a crafty credi- 
tor, to bring a debtor within the jurisdiction of 
the laws, under which he intended to proceed, 
and then to keep clear of all concern in the ar- 
rest? On this principle, a man who in his own 
country would not be liable to arrest, as the dif- 
ferent States have different laws, might be forci- 
bly brought under the operation of laws, entire- 
ly different from those under which his contracts 
originated, and by which he expected to be 
governed, Ifsuch a power of seizing the body 
of the debtor were tolerated, the inducement of 
the creditor might be too strong to govern moral 
principle, and penalties might be incurred not 
originally contemplated. ‘the creditor might 
do that in a foreign land, which he could not do 
at home. The principles of civil liberty, the ge- 
nius of our inatitutions, forbid our countenancing 
a doctrine like this.—It has been said that other 
creditors, not privies nor parties to the forcible 
arrest, cannot be deprived of their rights; this 
has soine plausibility, but is one of the fallacies 
in applying the principles of law. Proof of se- 
cret agency, is at all times difficult. Wrongful 
restraints imay properly be considered to have 
caused the submission of the party’ in this case 
—he must be restored to the same security he 
originally possessed—he must be set free, and 
have liberty to return to the place from which 
he came, or at his option to have a domicil here, 
as secure as the castle of the citwen. If he re-| 
main bere beyond a reasonable time allowed for | 
his departure, he musi subinit in cenunan with | 
our citizens to the regu'ar process of law. But | 
he has a right to an inviolable domicil, a domi- 
cil that shall be his castle, with the mantle of 
the law for his shield. The common law will | 
not allow even the breaking open of an outer 
door for the purpose of arrest. There is one 
‘remedy always available—the avoidance of the |

I shall abstain from any remark upon 
the character and conduct of this individual, and 
look upon him solely asa prisoner. My opinion 
is that he must be discharged from all arrest, 
and not be beld even upon common bail. 

Judge Hoffinen said that he had not been pre- 
sent at the hearing of the matter on the 
vious day, but had conferred with his brethren 
on the subject. There was no diffprence of 
opinion among the Court. He stated briefly 
and perspicuousiy the facts of the case, and said 


| that the case in William Blackstone might, in his 


opinion, be distinguished from the present one, 
as the legal arrest there took place before the 
unlawful detention. He concluded by saying 
that public policy, justice, our laws, and free insti- 
tutions, all require the discharge of Stephenson. 

Mr. Justice Oakley concurred in the opinion 
of his brethren. According to the current of 
authorities, he considered that whether Mr. Par- 
kins had qr had not any agency in the abduction 
of Stephenson, he had no right to arrest Ste+ 
phenson under the circumstances of the case.— 
This court was one of limited jurisdiction; and 
would take care of its own process. A suiter 
must avail himself of it against an individual 
who is legally within its jurisdiction. But in this 


| case in legal contemplation, the body of the de- 


fendant was not within it. He was held ina state 
of bondage, as a mere slave. The decision of 
the Cour was founded upon the English law, 
and he firmly believed that should an American 
citizen ever experience similar treatment ia 
England, their Courts would afford him the 
same relief as he, in unison with his learned bro- 


| thers intended to grant upon this occasion. He 


concluded by saying that he perfectly concurred 
inthe opinions delivered by the Court, and Mr. 
Stephenson must be discharged from all custody 
until sufficient time had elapsed, for him to return 
to that place from whence he had been so illegally 
and forcibly taken. If, however, at the expira- 
tion of that period, Mr. Stephensea should think 
it prudent to remain in the city, he would then 
render himself open to the claims of his credi- 
tors, and become amenable to the jurisdiction.

It is estimated that 50 have been kill- 
ed and caught in this vicinity— 100 on the Nar- 
raguagus river, and 100 more on Pleasant river, 
within the last 20 days. A correspondent at Ad- 
dison, on the Plwasant river, says that one party 
of hunters killed seventeen Deer and three 
Bears at one hunt; and. adds that fifteen or 
twenty Indians would find employ there in mak- 
ing Snow Shoes. The Messrs. Abbots, of Frank- 
lin, killed in one day last week, two Moose, in 
the neighborhood of Narraguagus; and one day, 
in 8 hours from the time they left their houses, 
they returned with two live Deer, which are 
now in thistown. We understand that on the 
same day that the Messrs. Abbots killed the 
Moose, Capt. Hooper of Franklin, Mr. West 
and Mr. Fletcher of Mariaville, each killed an- 
other, making 5 in one day. It is not improba- 
ble that 400 Deer, 50 Bears, and 20 Moose, will 
be slain from the 15th of February to the 30th 
of March, between the Penobscot and Schoodiac 
rivers.
